She 
approached tbo bed, by tho side of 
which the other woman was sitting, and 
kissed him, when Cuuimiiigs looked up 
and exclaimed : " For God's Bake get 
out of here ; you will ruiu mo." 
She 


then wont out of tho room and explain- 
ed to tho doctor that sho • was Cum- 
mings' lawful wii'e. 
Whereupon the 


other woman was called out also. A 
scono was tho consequence, 
Tho doc- 


tors being unable to decide which wan 
tho wife and which not, took the only 
course left open, and forbid either of 
them to remain. 
No moro was seen of 


them until yesterday morning, when 
they both wont to Yonkors, and on in- 
quiring At tho hospital 
found that 


OummingH was dead. 
Tho lady who 


had appeared only on the Saturday pre- 
vious, conscious of her rights, started to 
the undertaker's to give orders for tho 
funeral, when sho waa overtaken by tho 
other, who ijhook her fist in her face, 
and claimed her right to take charge of 
the body, saying that although she had 
not boon married to him, yet she had 
looked after him for tho past twelve 
months, but the other having certain 
documents establishing her claims, got 
the best of the wordy contest. » It up- 
pears that.G'ummingH had separated 
ifrom his real wife last March, und she 
'went! to her homo in Boston, from 
which place she came to Yonkcrs nn 
roadingftho account of tho accident. — 
It is said by her that Cummiiigs, pre- 
vious to his marriage with i her, ,had 
been' divorced from his first wife, who 
resides now in Rhode Island, and' who 
has not as yet appeared on thd scene,
